The eighth annual report of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Atlanta shows a sharp reduction in earn­ 
ings for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1922, 
as compared with those for the previous year. In 
1921 the total earnings were $7,406,651 .'86, while 
in Í922 they totalled1 $2.352,736.14. 
Deductions from earnings, representing ope 
rating expenses, the cost of currency and the re­ 
serve and depreciation accounts total $1,680,006.- 
44, leaving the net income $672,729.70, which was 
distributed as follows:

[Three 
counties report an average shortage in mule p q w - 
er of 10 per cent. Twelve counties report finan­ 
cial inability of farmers to plant full tibrihajl crop 
of cotton in 1923.”
